COLONEL CHARLES E. NORRIS. 


AGAIN we are compelled to chronicle the death of 
another veteran. Colunel Charles E. Norris, late 
major First. U. 8. Cavalry, died at his residence in 
Austin, Texas, on Sunday evening, October 31, at 8 
o'clock, of consumption. He had been suffering from 
this trouble with his lungs for some time, and it is pro- 
bable that the seeds of the disease had long been sown. 
He was about, attending to his duties upon Friday, and 
on Saturday, had a severe hemorrhage, from the effects 
of which he died. He passed peacefully and quietly 
away, surrounded by loving friends and kind hearts. 

Colonel Norris was born in Salem, Washington 
county, Indiana, April 3, 1828. At the age of twenty 
he entered the Military Academy at West Point, and 
graduated there the eleventh 1n a class of forty-seven. 
immediately thereafter he was assigned to service upon 
our then extensive frontier, and served in the Cavalry 
with much distinction against the hostile Indians. 
During the late war he served with much gallantry and 
distinction; at one time being inspector general of 
General Buford’s Cavalry Corps. Duriag his service 
he was severely wounded a number of times, while 
warring against the Apaches in the West, and while 
serving in the late war. ~ 

He left the Army at the time of the reduction in 
1870, and engaged in the civil service of the Govern- 
ment, being at the time of his death Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue for the third district in Texas, which 
position he filled with honor to the Government and 
credit to himself, affording to the people of his district 
more satisfaction and security than they had enjoyed 
under any of his predecessors. Colonel Norris had 
many warm personal friends. He was a man who 
made friends, and had few, if any, enemies. He was 
kind of heart aud very social in nature, and had the 
respect of the entire community where he resided. He 
leaves a wife and two children, to whom our heartfelt 
sympathy goes out in their sad acne

In any event, having been 
organized less than a year before the battle referred to, 
with most of the otticers, including the colonel, just 
appointed from civil life, it probably did not represent 
the regular infantry in the way meant by the Comte de 
Paris.

The British ship-of-war Albatross, four gans, 
was the only other foreign vessel of war in the harbor 
of Panama at the date of Admiral Werden’s report. 


Tue Marine Clothing Board was dissolved on Tues- 
day, 9th inst., after devoting several weeks to the con- 
sideration of its duties. Two reports were submitted. 
One recommends that the clthing be made at the 
different posts and on shipboard, which is manifestly 
impracticable, and the other that it be made as now, 
under the superintendence of an assistant quarter- 
master at some given point. As the princip:] com- 
plaints against the marine clothing have concerned the 
quality of the woolen cloth employed, and not the 
system of manufacture, it is difficult to understand 
why well enough should not be let alone. 


THE Chief of the Bureau of Construction and Repair, 
in his annual report, states that while we lack powerful 
iron-clad sea-going vessels, like those in foreiyn navies, 
our Navy will compare favorably with that of any 
European government so far as discipline and general 
efficiency are concerned, and that our vessels for mere 
police duty are equal if not superior to those of greater 
tonnage and of more formidable armament. The con- 
dition of our iron-clads will also be referred to, and 
their fitness for coast defence shown, as also the fact 
that there were not two of such vessels fit for service 
in 1870, while now we have sixteen which can be placed 
in service within five days. The repurt will recom- 
mend that a policy be adopted of building a certain 
number of war vessels annually, of both iron und 
wood, until our Navy shall be able to compete with 
that of any nation of the world. 

Tue Worcester, flagship of the North Atlantic station, 
arrived at Norfolk on the 13th inst. from Aspinwall, 
via Kingston, Havana, asl Key West. She reports 
having had a wet and disagreeable stay of six wecks at 
Aspinwall, where the Shawmut remains. At latest 
accounts, the order to substitute the Worcester for the 
New Hampshire as receiving ship at Norfolk, had been 
suspended, and work on the Huron, alias Alliance 
directed to proceed with al) haste. The Plymouth 1s 
still at the pa being painted and prepared for sea. 
Sixty men of the crew of the Canandaigua have been 
transferred to her, and her complement complete.. 
The Powhatan is at the farewell buoy awaiting orders. 
A brilliant wedding reception was given aboard of het 
on Thursday, 11th inst., to Master C. K. Curtis and 
bride, a Nortolk lady. The Canandaigua, lately under 
command of Captain Ed. Barrett, has been inspected 
by the officers of the Norfolk yard, and her efficient 
condition has been the subject of special commenda- 
tion, both from the inspecting officers and the Navy 
department. 


JAMES H. Watmougl, Paymaster-General of the 
Navy, in his annual report, submitted to the Secretary, 
recommends that a plan somewhat similar to that pre- 
vided for the Army by act of Congress approved Ma 
15, 1872, be adopted in the Navy to encourage thrift 
and economy among the sailors, and suggests as to the 
manner of carrying this plan into effect, that upon the 
close of each quarter any balance remaining on the 
books of a Paymaster to the credit of a sailor shall bear 
interest at the yearly rate of four per cent., to be cal- 
culated from the first of each quarter, and shall remain 
on the Paymaster’s book until the end of the cruise ; 
money allowed to remain on interest to be forfeited by 
desertion, but to be exempt from forfeiture by sentence 
of court-martial. This method will not add materially 
to the Paymaster’s duties, and will obviate the neces- 
sity of deposit books and separate banking accounts as 
required by the Army system. It is the opinion of the 
bureau that the passage of an act of Congress authoriz- 
ing a provision of this nature would not only tend to 
prevent desertions, but would be beneficial to the 
sailors as well as tothe Service. It is also recom- 
mended that appointments to the Paymaster’s Corps of 
the Navy be made from the graduates at the Naval 
Academy, as it is the opinion of the bureau, strength- 
ened by the favorable results produced by the appoint- 
ments to the Engineer Corps of the Navy under the 
new system, that the proposed change would tend to 
promote unity of feeling between the line and staff 
officers and add materially to the efficiency of the naval 
service. He renews his recommendation that in view 
of the outfit of clothing recommended by several of his 
predecessors, a credit of three months’ pay be given to 
each enlisted man when he sball have been shipped 
three months, which, in the opinion of the Paymaster- 





General, would be more effectual to prevent desertion 
than an outfit to each man at the time of his shipment. 

THE annual report of Commodore Daniel Ammen, 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation. of the operations 
of the Bureau and the progress of matters under his 
supervision, has been completed, and is, as his previous 
reports have been, full of interest and sound logic. 
The Naval Observatory, Hydrograpbic Office, Signal 
Office and Nautical Almanac Office which ure appen- 
dages to his Bureau, have all been conducted with 
advantage to the Service during the past year, and the 
reports of the chiefs of those respective branches, 
which accompany Commodore Ammen’s report, are 
also interesting and instructive. Regarding marine 
compasses, Commodore Ammen reports that the 
** liquid” now in use are ioferior to none, and for their 
construction an observatory has been built at Brook- 
line, near the manufactory which supplies them, and 
furnished with the proper testing instruments. The 
report of Professor Greene, charged with the Superin- 
tendence of Navy compasses, deals at length on this 
important subject. Most of the charts and sailing 
directions now in use are prepared by the Hydrogra- 
phic Office. The work of geographically determining, 
to the nearest limit of error, points in Central America 
and the West Indies, prosecuted last year by Lieut.- 
Comdr. F. M. Green, is now in continuation. The 
longitudes of Panama, Aspinwall, Santiago de Cuba 
and Havana have been determined by means of the 
telegraph. The work in progress will include points 
on the Windward Islands and Northern Coast of South 
America. ‘he survey of the outer coast of the penin- 
sula of Lower California has been conducted by Comd. 
Dewey, of the Narragansett ; and Commander A. T. 
Mahan has made important and much needed surveys 
of the mouth of the Rio de La Plehé. For want of 
appropriations, the survey of the North Pacific has 
been abandoned. Its renunciation is a necessity 
Deep sea soundings in the Pacific are continued. 
Much of Commodore Ammen’s report is devoted to the 
Inter-oceanic surveys. The surveys have been su eom- 
plete that no doubt now exists as to the approximate 
labor necessary in the construction of an inter-oceanic 
canal at the several feasible points. More careful and 
elaborate surveys would be necessary before com- 
mencing the construction of a canal at any one of them.

CIRCULAR IRON-CLADS. 


Our readers are, no doubt, aware that Russia has 
possessed for some time one circular iron-clad, the 


Novgorod.“ Fhe second has been named the Admira/ 
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Popof’, in honor of the designer. The Novgorod is 101 
feet in diameter, and 2,491 tons burthen. Her armor 
is equivalent to 13 inch plating. The Admiral Popoff 
is a much larger ship, measuring 3,550 tons, and 120 
feet in diameter. She is the first iron-clad ever floated 
with armor equivalent to a plate 18 inch thick. The 
horse-power of both ships is comparatively small— 
nominally, that of the Novgorod is 480, and that of the 
Admiral Popoff 640. Each ship is propelled by six 
screws, worked very much on the twin system—that is 
to siy, they are coupled in two groups of three each, 
all the starting wheels and Jevers of each group being 
brought together so that each group can, at pleasure, 
be handled as a single engine. The Admiral Popoff 
will carry two guns of 40 tons each in a circular open- 
topped turret amidship. Mr. Reed points out that the 
ship is admirably planned as regards water-tight bulk- 
heads, the system of ventilation, and the berthing of 
the crews. He urges in favor of these ships, that their 
small draught of water—not more than 12 feet—enables 
them to operate in waters into which no @ritish ship 
adequate to cope with them dare venture. We shall 
not reproduce the encomiums which he passes on circu- 
lar iron-clads, it will be enough to say, perhaps, that 
he really makes out a strong case in their favor. 
Admiral Popoff is not, we need hardly say, the in- 
ventor of circular war ships. They were proposed 
very many years ago, and the proposal was revived, in 
a very complete form, by the late John Elder To the 
Russian government is, however, due the credit of first 
testing the scheme on a practical scale; and the experi- 
ment they are now trying will be watched with no 
small interest. The prominent question, is, of course, 
this—should the British government follow the Emperor 
of Russia and build a circular iron-clad? There is a 
great deal to be said against ships of the kind; but 
there is also much to be urged in their favor. It is in 
this country, at least, regarded as an axiom that an 
iron-clad to be useful must be fast. If this axiom’is 
really true, then, circular iron-clads are almost useless, 
for the simple reason that the Novgorod, at all events, 
does not steam at more than half the velocity of one of 
our own iron-clads; and there is no reason to assume 
that the Admural Popoff will be quicker in her move- 
ments, It will be seen, however, that this want of 
speed is in part accounted for by the small power of 
the engines. On the other hand, it is certain that if 
the available power of either ship were employed tu 
propel a hull built on moderately good lines, and of the 
same tonnage and draught as those of the iron-clads, a 
far higher speed than six or seven knots would be 
attained. If it be possible to get anything like «s good 
a coefficient with a circular iron-clad as can be had 
with, say, our own Bellerophon, then it is evident tha 
naval architects have been wrong cll along, and that 
the lines of a hull have very little indeed to do with 
the power required to propel her at a given speed. We 
think it may be taken for granted that the existing 
practice of naval architects in designing the hulls of 
ships for speed is not erroneous, and that to propel a 
circular iron-clad at anything like a high speed—say, 
twelve or thirteen knots—would be almost ae 
unless, indeed, everything was sacrificed to get in large 
boilers and powerful engines. On the other hand, it 
is not certain that the circular iron-clads are so slow 
that their utility for a given purpose—that of coast 
defence—is seriously impaired. We can conceive of 
the existence of circumstances under which they would 
be quite fast enough for all practical purposes. Thus, 
let us suppose that a fleet of circular iron-clads pro- 
pose to defend a given fort, then it is obvious that, 
operating inshore against an attacking squadron, there 
might be nonevessity for putting them in rapid motion. 
The attacking party must come to them or stay away. 
If they adopted the latter course, the object of the 
commander of the Popoftka fleet would be attained; if 


- *the former, then there would be a naval engagement. 


In this, speed would only be required under two con- 
ditions. In the first place, it might be needed to enable 
the defenders of the port to avoid being rammed; in 
the second, it might be required to cut off any ship or 
ships which by making a rush could break through 
the line of Popofikas, and, getting inside, attack them 
in the rear, or even enter the harbor on itsdefence. At 
sea, however, the slow ships would be manifestly use- 
less, because they could easily be surrounded and 
attacked on all sides; or because the flect they were in- 
tended to attack could easily elude them. On the 
whole, it is evident that speed can only be given up 
with much risk, and that although lack -of it will not 
render her useless under all circumstances, or even 
seriously impair uer efficiency under some circumstan- 
ces, yet the want of it must, as a rule, place a slow ship 
at a very important disadvantage. It remains to be 
seen how mucu speed can be got vut of a circular iron- 
clad, and we willingly admit that, if such ships could 
only be built to steam as fast as ships of normal type, 
they would probably be the best species of figbting 
ship it is possible to build, so long as armor is retained. 
We fear, however, that, until] some new motive power 
is introduced, it will be simply impossible, as we have 
said, to get anything like the velocity now considered 
indispensable in a war ship out of a circular iron-clad. 

The paramount advantage possessed by Admiral 
Popoft’s ships lies in their power of carrying enormously 
heavy armor plates on a light draught ot water. The 
displacenent of an immersed cylinder will vary—the 
depth remaining constant—as the squares of the 
diameters, but the surface increases only as the 
disdmeter. Thus, if we suppose the Novgorod to havea 
pertectly flat bottom and vertical sides—which is known 
not to be the case—on a draught of 12 feet of water 
she would have a displacement of 95,500 cubic feet in 
round numbers. If we suppose her armor to be 8 feet 
deep—the freeboard of the vessel is only about 18 inches 
—then the whole area of armor-plating will be 2,536 
square feet, or, say, 38 square feet of displacement for 
every square foot of armor. The displacement of the 
Admiral Popoff under the same conditions of draught, 
etc,,, would be 134,784 cubic feet; but ‘her armor ,sur- 
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face, taking the depth of the belt as before at 8 feet, 
would be only 3,016 feet, or 1 feet for each 44°6 feet of 
displacement. It isclear, therefore, that on the same 
draught of water one ship would carry 18 inch almost 
as easily as the other carried 15 inch plates. The only 
way in which anything like a similar advantage can be 
gained with ships of the ordinary form consists in 
greatly augmenting their beam. Thus, for example, if 
an iron-clad 250 feet !ong, and 50 feet wide has a given 
displacement, it is clear that, other things being equal, 
we can double that displacement by doubling the beam. 
But by doing this we do not increase in anything like 
the same proportion the extent of surface to be covered 
with armor plates. Acting on this principle it may 
yet be found that the best plan of carrying very heavy 
armor at sea will consist, not in adopting circular iron- 
clads, but ships which shall be a compromise between 
the Popoffka and the ordinary type; that is to say, we 
might have vessels with a beam one-third of the length. 
To such a structure it would be possible to impart 
something lke lines of easy curvature, and thus, with- 
out an extravagant expenditure of power, it may be 
possible to get a speed which, if not equal to that of 
the Monarch or the Hercules, will at all events greatly 
surpass that of a circular ship. Such a vessel as we 
suggest ought to be handy, and she would be admirably 
adapted for propulsion by twin screws, which, indeed 
would be so far apart that they would suffice to steer 
the ship even if her rudder were carried away, or to 
make her revolve rapidly in her own length. Ample 
room would also be attorded for the adoption of the 
space interval system of armor plating, which we have 
long advocated, while an inner bottom might be placed 
so far frona the outer, at the sides at least, that the ram 
of no iron-clad afloat could touch it. An advantage of 
ne small importance, we may add, would lie in the fact 
that turrets of sufficient diameter to take very long 
guns could be adopted. We know perfectly well that 
the proposal to build a ship with a beam of 70 feet or 
80 feet, and a length of 210 feet or 240 feet, is 
sufficiently startling to lead to its rejection at first sight. 
But it will, we think, be seen, on examination, that 
such a vessel would not represent anything like as wide 
a departure from received notions on the subject of 
naval construction, as do the Novgorod or the Admiral 
Popoff, and we venture to think that such a ship would 
possess many xdvantages over any circular iron-clad 
that can possibly be designed. It would, at all events, 
be worth while to try such a ship before we decide on 
the adoption of Admiral Popoff’s system. 


COMMODORE JOHN J. YOUNG.

Srr : The recent announcement of the death of Com- 
modore John J. Young, of the U. $8. Navy, finds in 
me, probably, the only survivor of the officers and 


men who sailed with him on the last cruise he ever 
made. On the 4th of February, 1829, the sloop of war 
Hornet sailed from New York for the West Indies, and 
Mr. Young was her Second Lieutenant. Iwasa Mid- 
shipman on her. On the 10th of September following, 
she was seen for the last time, struggling with a norther 
off Tampico. After that day not the least vestige of 
her was ever seen. With all her officers and crew she 
went down. Of these who sailed on ner from New 
York very few had ween transferred from her before 
her loss. Among those few were Mr. Young and my- 
self. I went from her to the schooner Grampus early 
in July. Shortly previous Mr. Young was sent ashore. 
at Havana, to find passage home by some merchant 
vessel, in consequence of the sad calamity which, a 
few weeks before, had maimed him for life, and of 
which, as an eye-witness, I desire to record in the 
JOURNAL this brief account. 

On the 22d of May, 1829, the Hornet was off the har- 
bor of Matanzas with three merchantmen under con- 
voy. A clipper-built schooner hove in sight, going be- 
fore the wind. Something in her appearance excited 
the suspicions of our captain, and he ordered an ensign 
to be hoisted, as a signal to the schooner to show her 
colors. She did not do so; and as by the glass negroes 
were seen on her deck, and it might-be that she was a 
slaver, the captain ordered a shot to be fired across her 
bows to bring her to. It.so happened that Mr. Young 
was Officer of the forward division of guns, and he was 
ordered to fire the shot. He proceeded with all prac- 
ticable speed to get the gun in a condition for use, but 
for some cause the captain was impatient, and shouted 
from the quarter-deck, ‘‘ Bear a hand with that gun, 
sir, the schooner might get te Havana before you fire.” 
Mr. Young’s only reply was, ‘‘ Ay, ay, sir,” as he pro- 
ceeded to sight the gun. Before he could get all 
ready, the captain hailed again, ‘‘ Will you bear a hand 
with that gun, I say, sir?” ‘‘ Ay, ay, sir,” again re- 
plied Mr. Young, as he stepped back from his position 
at the breech of the gun and pulled the lock-string. 
Unfortunately the breeching was unhooked, and in an 
instant after the gun was fred all were horror struck 
at beholding Mr. Young lying on the deck, insensible, 
prostrated by the recoil of the carriage, and with both 
his legs broken below the knee, and the broken bones 
forced down into the deck! As quickly as possible the 
gun was run out, and he was lifted and carried into the 
ward-room, where he was laid upon a mattress, and 
restoratives administered, which brought back con- 
sciousness, and with it a knowledge of the terrible in- 
jury he had sustained. Almost his first words were of 
his wife and children, of whom he spoke in words of 
touching tenderness, and seemed to anticipate only 
evil for them if he should die. But very soon he be- 
came calm, and then his fortitude begun to show it- 
self, as it continued to do through the whole suc- 
ceeding ordeal. 

‘* Doctor,” said he, with collected air and steady 
tone, ‘‘is there no chance of setting my legs?” 

‘There is not, 1am sorry to say, Mr. Young,” was 
the surgeon’s answer.----- ---- 











————— 


‘<Then let me look at them,” he said; and supported 
by one of his friends, he raised himself upon his elbow, 
and for more than a minute gazed steadily at his 
mangled limbs, and then, without a word, lay back oa 
his pillow. , 

While the surgeon was nea for the amputation, 
Mr. Young was entirely composed. When he was laid 
upon the table for the operation, he said, ‘‘ Doctor, 
you had, probably, better have some one to hold me. 
for you know the pain inflicted by such an operation; 
but the surgeon knew his fortitude better than he him- 
self did, and no one was required to hold him. In a 
short time both legs were amputated below the knees. 
During the whole operation, not an exclamation of avy 
kind escaped the suflerer’s lips, not even a sigh; and 
when the last bandage was applied, and he was re- 
moved from the table, he turned, with a smile on his 
face, to the surgeon, and said, “ Well, doctor, my 
dancing days are over ; you have madea sheer hulk 
of me.” 

Such was John J. Young, whose death now, after 
the lapse of more than forty-six years, has been an- 
nounced. Not much duty was he able to perform 
during those years; but from the circumstances I have 
narrated, one may well believe that if he had been 
spared this affliction, he might have attained distinc- 
tion in fhe Service he loved. 

This statement is not drawn merely from my present 
memory of the sad occurrence. In the Lilineis 
Monthly Magazine for September, 1832, I gave the same 
account, in substance. It seerned re me not inappro- 

riate to bring it to light again over his grave.

In recent ones it 
disappears there and appears (only) in Merrimac Co.

‘“‘Kearsarge Mount, a conspicuous mountain in 
Carrell Co., N. H.; lat. 44 deg. 6 min. 20sec. N., 
lon. 71 deg. 5 min. 40 sec. W.; height, 3,250 feet. 
On the suggestion of the wife of the Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy, a daughter of Levi Woodbury, of 
New Hampshire, the Secretary in 1861, named the 
vessel which sunk the Alabama in 1864 after this 
mountain. Another one of thé same name, in Merri- 
mack Co., N. H., formerly called Kya-Sarga, by the 
Indians Courssewaschook, height, 2,950 feet, has been, 
erroneously claimed for this honor. G. V. Fox.” —- 








Tux report of Rear-Admiral C. H. Davis, Superin- 
tendent of the United States Naval Obseryatory, states 
that the great equatorial recently erected is in ood 
order and in constant use in the observation of the 
satellites of the planets Neptune, Uranus and Saturn. 
Some of the more difficult and interesting of the double 
stars are also observed, and drawings of Mars, Jupiter 
and Saturn and of several nebulw have been made. 
He speaks at some length of the drawings of nebule 
made by Mr. L. Trouvelot, formerly engaged at the 
observatory at Harvard College, who was invited to 
the Naval Observatory, and visited that institution in 
September last. In referring to theoretical investiga- 
tions he says: Congress having failed to make the 
appropriation asked for last year there is but little pro- 
gress to report on the work on the theory of the moon’s 
motion. ‘This circumstance is much to be regretted in 
view of the large and increasing errors of the lunar 
ephemeris and of the fact that it is chiefly to these 
investigations that the astronomers of the world are 
looking for an explanation of the errors in question. 
An appropriation of $3,000 is therefore asked for with 
a view to their continuation. A gery | investiga- 
tion, having iv view the correction of the lunar ephe- 
meris during the last few years, in order that it may be 
used for the determination of longitudes of the transit 
of Venus stations, is now in progress. A series of ex- 
periments to ascertain the effect ot wind and of variable 
hygrometric conditions on the amount of rain obtained 
in rain gauges of various sizes and at different altitudes 
have been made by Professor Eastman, and the results 
will appear in an appendix in the meteorological obser- 
vations of 1874. During the past two months the time 
has been transmitted at noon over the country through 
an additional wire from the Observatory to the Western 
Union Telegraph office. It is now transmitted by two 
wires instead of one, rendering its reception more cer- 
tain and necessitating less trouble in repeating at the 
telegraph office.

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CARE OF THE WOUNDED. 


T HE Surgeon General’s Department at Washington 
has during the present year already given us one 
volume full of the most valuable statistics and deduc- 
tions as to the moral and sanitary condition of our 
Army. This volume was fully noticed in the Jour- 
NAL when it appeared, and its conclusions have at- 
tracted careful notice in many quarters. The De- 
partment has now and at a still later date increased 
the obligations rendered by it to the nation and to 
humanity in general during the year, by a second 
work, modest in size and appearance, but even more 
valuable to the world. Itisin the form of a pamph- 
let report by Assistant Surgeon GeorGeE A. Oris, U- 
8. Army, to the Surgeon General on the transporta- 
tion of sick ar.d wounded soldiers by railway in time 
of war. The sacred symbol of the red cross on its 
cover, with which so many touching memories are 
now associated, both religious and humanitarian, is a 
fitting emblem for the character of its contents. If 
ever there was a beneficent office filled by human 
beings, it is that filled by the modern wearers of the 
red cross, alleviating suffering, caring for the sick and 
wounded, clothing the naked and feeding the hungry 
when abandoned on the battlefield to die alone, 

War has in all times been a grim and desolating 
trade to follow, but it has had its grandly redeeming 
points in the virtues of patience and heroic self-sacri- 
fice on the part of its followers. In modern times, 
nowhere have these virtues been more conspicuous 
than in the ranks of the army surgeons of all coun- 
tries. Daunted by no dangers, unsustained by the 
excitement of contest, the sublime courage of the 
army surgeon, calmly pursuing his high office under 
the severest fire, caring for the helpless wounded in 
the midst of shot, shell and bullets, has become so 
common, that its rare absence excites remark. This 
courage and devotion in the army surgeon has no 
dark side. His mission and office are wholly bene- 
ficent, and not aspot cf cruelty dims his white es- 
cutcheon, Let others, from whatever necessity, in- 
flict pain, his sole duty is to relieve it, and to save 
the lives which others seek to destroy. It is no won- 
der then that the labors of such a noble body of men 
should always bear the stamp of the highest merit. 
Whether civil or military, the book of a faithful sur- 
geon or physician cannot fail to prove interesting to 
a layman, if the Jatter can only understand it. 

In the case of the present little pamphiet, every- 





thing is simple and admirably clear. The question 
discussed is easy to understand. It is this: Givem 
an army on the march, and a railway for its main. 
avenue of supply, the ordinary conditions of modern: 
warfare since 1860, how best to utilize that railway 
for the alleviation of suflering among the sick and 
wounded of the army? The answer was first suc- 
cessfully given in the war of the American rebellion, 
and has been further answered by France, Prussia 
and Austria, in the Danish, Austrian, Russian and 
Franco-Prussian wars, up to 1871. Itis found in the 
utilization of the empty freight cars, going back to 
the magazines, after depositing their supplies at the 
front, The best methods of utilizing theze cars and 
the various experiments towards securing comfort for 
the wounded thereon, are fully treated of in Dr. OTIs’s. 
valuable pamphlet, accompanied by full drawings of 
the various methods hitherto used. The advantages 
of the system are manifold and great. Humanity 
apart the economical reasons are very convincing. A 
general in command, after a heavy action, is at once 
relieved of the care of his sick and wounded in the 
field. Detachments for the protection of hospitals, 
and supplies of medical stores at the front, are alike 
diminished in quantity. Only the severest cases, 
where the patients are unable to be moved, are treated 
at the front. All the rest of the wounded and sick 
are sent back to secure quarters in their own coun- 
try, where they may enjoy all the comforts of the 
best surgical and clinical appliances, and if necessary 
be sent home on sick furlough at the least expense. 
These advantages are too obvious to need further no- 
tice, and it only remains to briefly summarise the 
methods used in the cars to make them comfortable 
for patients. In the Italian campaign of 1859 or- 
dinary passenger cars were sent to the rear, full of 
slightly wounded men able to sit up. Where this is 
possible, it economises space, An ordinary American 
passenger car will hold fifty men. For severer cases 
it is obviously impossible. They must be carried in 
a recumbent position, and for this purpose nothing, 
save a special hospital car offers the advantages of the 
common box car, as it contains the maximum of 
room, The methods may be generally divided into two 
classes, the straw method, and the hammock method. 
The Prussians have principally used the former. It 
consists in filling the car a foot deep with straw and 
placing the patients on straw mattresses thereon. 
With plenty of straw and thick mattresses it is a 
good plan, with the primary advantage of extreme 
simplicity. Its disadvantages are the difficulty of 
procuring sufficient straw when needed, and the 
working away of the straw under the jolting of the 
car till it finally ceases to deaden the shocks as com- 
pletely as it ought. In the American war, especially 
in the West and South, the absence of straw com- 
pelled the use of cedar and palmetto boughs for a 
make shift in this method, and where the trains were ® . 
run at a slow pace without stoppages it answered 
well. 

The second method, in which the greatest ad- 
vances have been made, isin the direction of ham- 
mocks, or rather cots, slung between the sides of the 
car, in two or more stories, as required. The most 
practical and best of these experiments are those 
which make use of the common field stretcher for 
their main feature. The American method of sling- 
ing these cots by india-rubber rings, seems, amid the 
number of experiments described in the pamphlet, to 
have proved more satisfactory than any other, and 
the simpler the form of the apparatus iu all cases the 
better generally appear to have been the results, We 
commend the attention of all interested in this 
matter to Dr. Or1s’ pamphlet, for small as it is, it is 
exhaustive in its treatment, and contains besides a 
complete bibliography of all that has ever been writ- 
ten on the subject. 








THE first volume of the History of the Army of the 
Cumberland written by Chaplain Van Horyz, U. S. 
Army, and published by Robert CLarkxe & Co., Cin- 
cinnati, is naturally welcomed at the present time, by 
the innumerable volunteer SHERMAN critics, as a pos- 
sible contribution to the great controversy now rage 
ing over the renowned “Memoirs” of the General 
of the Army. Except by implication and casually 
however, there is not very much in the first volume 
to add fuel to the flame. It advances only to the bat- 
tles around Chattanooga in point of time, and the 
connection between Generals SHERMAN and THomas 
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only exists at its beginning and its close. Moreover, 


‘it appears from the preface that the manuscript was 


completed in December, 1872. and thatthe reverend 
gentleman did not see it again till he began on the 
proof sheets in July, 1875, having been out west as 
pos: chaplain in the intermediate time. However 
the present history may lose in ‘‘spiciness” at the 
present juncture by this tact, there is no doubt that 
it has gained in reliability and authority thereby. It 
may fairly be taken as an impsrtial and careful his- 
tory by a cautious and careful man of the doings of 
an army and a General, about whom too little is 
known in the East. With much general information 
about the Army of the Cumberland and General 
Tuomas, the world has nevertheless till now lacked 
that precise and reliable testimony as to its deeds 
which no one was so competent to. give}as Tuomas 
himself. Chaplain Van Horne has enjoyed very rare 
advantages in the preparation of his work. First of 
allis the fact that General Tuomas personally re- 
quested him to write it in the emphatic words; 
“ Write nothing but the truth. You willcontravene 
received opinions, and you must fortify yourself.” 
This commission, to those who knew the cautious 
and conservative THomAs when alive, carries with it 
great weight as to the capacity of the author for the 
task, for Tuomas was by no means one to bestow 
such entire confidence without having full experience 
of a man’s character. Secondly, all or nearly all the 
materials of the work were collected and supplied by 
Tuomas himself, commencing with his own “ Military 
Journal” scrupulously accurate in its chronology, 
and recording each day’s operations at its close. 
Orders, telegrams, reports and other papers, official 
and private, filed in due succession and preserved 
with that habit of order and system which was the 
leading characteristic of the great deceased General, 
all these were at the full disposal of Chaplain Vax 
Horne ; besides which the invaluable aid of the of- 
ficers of General THomas’s staff euch as General 
WHIPPLE and Colonels Hoven, WILLIARD and KEL- 
LoaaG in the preparation of maps and the details of 
movements was all at his service, 

The result is a very careful and elaborate history, 
which may almost be said to be a product of Txo- 
mAs’s own brain, ane in which the author is almost 
entirely lost in the weight of the original documents 
which he prints in extenso. There is no “ padding ” 
about the book, and all the reports and documents 
are interesting per se. For instance, no description 
and no history would possibly give so clear an idea 
of the polar differences of character and tempera- 
ment between SHERMAN and Tuomas, as the cor- 
respondence passing between the two in 1861, when 
SHERMAN commanded the Department of Kentucky, 
and Tuomas was his immediate subordinate. The 
nervous and impu!sive SHERMAN shows in every line 
his intense and imaginative temperament; while the 
calm and phlegmatic repose of Tuomas, who abso- 
lutely refuses to see any enemy until he is quite cer- 
tain of his whereabouts and hears his shots, is equally 
marked. We might commend pages 41 to 45 inclu- 
sive of these volumes, as an interesting psychological 
study to Army officers, in search of light reading. 

The first volume contains, so far, a compact history 
of all the operations in Kentucky and Tennessee, in 
1865, down to the battle of Chickamauga, and closes 
with a chapter on Chattanooga and Missionary Ridge. 
It promises to. be the most valuable contribution to 
the materials for a history of the war that has yet ap- 
peared, from a simple fact, that it shows little or no 
partisanship, having been written before the great 
‘* Memoirs” controversy, and that its statements are 
yery cautious and very carefully supported by the 
evidence of documents. If any issue is taken with 
the conclusions of the author, it must be on disputes 
as to the authenticity of his evidence, and that ap- 
pears to be unimpeachable.

CONFEDERATE ACCOUNTS OF THE BATTLE 


OF OLUSTEE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sm: The Weekly F oridian, published at Tallahassee, 
Fia. , has a correspond: nt, iv one of whose letters, de- 
scribing a tour through nourtLern Florida, occurs the 
following passage: 


Before arriving at Olustee we had reached Ligher ground, or 
rather ground freer from swamps. We were in what may be de- 
signated a Pine Barren ; that is, we had reached that vast belt of 
country that is covered with pe. bat not so thickly but that 
there is an undergrowth of wild grasses and stunted palmettoes, 
and very little shrubbery. Olustee without a house, in the 
depths of the piney region, where was fought the most important 
of the battles that scarred the face of Florida duriay the late 
civil war in February, 1 neral Treman Seymour, with a 
considerable body of U. 8. troops, fought a desperate battle 
which lasted all day, and which was characterized by great 
bravery on both sides, and was beaten by General Finnigan, who 
commanded the rebel forces. Seymour retreated back to Ba‘d- 
win, eighteen miles, abandoned his dead and wounded to the 
enemy, #nd lost 1,200 men, including Colonel Fribley of the 
negro troops, killed. Finnigan never would confess to a loss ef 
more than 250 men. His cavalry made sad havoc with Seymour's 
forces. Seymour never ought to have lost the battle. He had 
the larger force, but was deceived as to the force against him. 
He had been having a series of brilliant successes, and when his 
forward movement to Tallahassee was checked at Olustee, and 
the battle was being fought, his forces became panic struck 
under the impression that they were drawn into an ambuecade. 
It is said both armies were retreating from each other at the 
same time, when Finnigan rallied his cavalry and saved the for- 
tunes of the day. After Seymour's defeat reinforcements were 
sent him and among them were several regiments containing 
Trogans. General Alden, Colonel W. E. Kisselburgh, and other 
vets, were with the reinforcements that came tothe relief of 
Seymour at Olustee. But Seymour’s march on Tallahassee was 
checked when within a hundred miles of that place, and thus 
the Capital of the State wae saved from the ravages of grim 
visaged war.

One 
passenger picked up a piece of shell and an armybutton as relics of 
the bloody contest. Our railroad Superintendent, Mr. Papy, had 
commanded a rebel battery at Olustee, and his reminiscences of 
the battle were interesting. Somebody made a short speech to 
our excursionizers, three cheers were given to the old flag, pas- 
sengers hurried on board, the locomotive bounded away into the 
piney shade with a shriek, and — ay my / we passed. from a spot 
where more than athousand boys in blue laid down their lives 
that the Republic may live ! 


Better acquainted with the details of the Battle of 
Olustee than is his correspondent, the editor of the 
Floridian, Mr. C. E. Dyke, comments in the same issue 
of his paper, on the above extraordinary statements. 
His remarks are all the more interesting in that they 
furnish the first account of that battle, as viewed from 
the Confederate standpoint, that has, we believe, ap- 
peared in the public prints. His statement, which we 
regret is not more in detail, is all the more valuable 
from being made by a participant in the action who 
was accustomed to observe, and is as follows : 


We have never yet read a northern account of the hard fought 
‘“Battle of Olustee’’ which approached to anything like accuracy, 
80 far at least as the part borne by the Confederates is concerned. 
Major MacArthur, in his brief sketch of the battle given in the 
letter printed on the outside, is no exception to the other writers 
who have spoken about it. It is not our purpose to give an 
elaborate account of it, but simply to correct Mr. MacArthur's 
wrong impressions, 

General Finnigan’s force was about 4,200 men of all arms, and 
his loss in killed and wounded on the field was in the neighbor- 
hood of 936. Abbott in his ** Pictorial History of the Rebellion,” 
ooge that Seymour was ambushed and “the rebels” fought 
behind entrenchments, but there was neither ambuscade nor 
entrenchments, as any one can see who views the ground, though 
we believe that the battle at that precise place was a “ surprise” 
to both armies—to General Seymour, who had no accurate infor- 
mation as to the force in his frontor their intention to dispute 
his advance at any point, while General Finnigan, who was pre- 
paring to attack his opponent in his camp on the St. Mary's, was 
not apprised by his scouts that the Federal General was marching 
forward with his whole command. About one o’clock in the 
afternoon he received information that a small force could 
**gobble up” all the enemy then supposed to be advancing. 
Accordingly he sent out 300 men from the #4th Georgia under 
Colonel Evans and two pieces of artillery from Gamble’s Battery 
under the writer. This force advanced about two miles, when 
Colonel Evans was met by information that the enemy was com- 
ing forward in full force. The same information was soon com 
municated to General Finnigan who at once commenced to throw 
forward his command. The battle began about half-past two, 
and was in full play before the whole of the Confederate forces 
had left their camp, two or three miles in the rear. Some of the 
regiments were double-quicked the entire distance, so urgent 
was the necessity. By half-past three all the force at General 
Finnigan's command was in position, and the battle raged in 
deadly earnest. The plan of the Confederates was to prese the 
enemy, and this was done with vigor. In two hours the enemy 
commenced to give way in front, and this was soon followed by 
a general falling back, which afterwards became arout. The 
Confederates never faltered for a moment. At one time the 
ammunition gave out in the contest, and matters looked ticklish, 
but the men stood their ground without flinching under a furious 
fre until —_ supplied. The Confederate cavalry had been en- 
gaged all the forenoon in watching and skirmishing and slowly 
failing back, but took no especial part in the main struggle. 
The battle was fought and won by the infantry, witheut any 
previous plan and with no orders except to advance and crowd 
the enemy. The fruite of the victory ought to have been the 
capture of the larger part of General Seymour's force, if not the 
whole of it; but the Confederates had suffered so heavily, having 
nearly a fourth of their force killed and wounded, and the uncer- 
tainty as to the extent of the Federal loss, with the approach of 
night, rendered it unadvisable to pursue the foe until the foilow- 
ing morning. 

This is a meagre statement of the affair on the Confederate 
side. but itis correct as far as it goes. The Confederates cap- 
tured five pieces of artillery, three of which were surrendered 
after the war in this city by the same artillery company which 
had aided in their capture in 1864. 


The statement made by Mr. McArthur, that “ his’ 
(Finnigan’s) Cavalry made sad havoc with Seymour’s 
forces is incorrect. It is probable that hardly a man 
on the Union side was killed by the Confederate Cav- 
alry. The statement by the editor of the Floridian 
that the Confederate Cavalry took no especial part in

And if two 
places, hitherto obscure and unmarked, even by a soli- 
tary dwelling, have become enshrined in every Ameri- 
cun heart, it was because they localized the intrepjdity 
and obstinate courage of the volunteer infantry, and 
the sustaining power found in the steadiness and self- 
devotion of the Regular Artillery.

THOUGHTS ON NAVAL ADMINISTRATION. 
BY A NAVAL OFFICER. 

“The nation that controls the sea controls the world.” 

CHAPTER V.-—ON THE EDUCATION OF OFFICERS. 


THE conclusion of the last chapter brought us to the 
fourth stage in the career of the young efficer, and wit- 
nessed his return to the Naval Academy for a further 
course of study and training. 

The two succeeding years should be devoted to a 
course of severe study and drill, during which time 
the midshipman should be required to go through every 
portion of the present academic course, except, per- 
haps, the higher mathematics, which should be re- 
served for the post-graduate course, or the select few of 
the higher sections, who are able, at this period, to 
take the tull course without involving neglect of other 
branches. 

A portion of this course will be, after all, a mere re- 
view of the three years previous study afloat, thus en- 
abling the midshipman to devote the greater part of his 
time to the more scientific branches of his profession. 
As an instance of the benefit likely to accrue in the 
change of system proposed in these papers, it may be 
well in passing, to allude to the study of navigation. 
As taught at the Naval Academy, the student has, com- 
paratively, little time at his disposal to devote to the 
use of the nautical instruments, and the instruction is, 
in the main, theoretical. But theory alone, with little 
practice, is not of much avail, and instances have fre- 
quently occurred where cadets have graduated from 
this institution almost entirely ignorant of the practi- 
ca’ use of the sextant, azimuth compass and artificial 
horizon.* But in three years of sea-life, passed with

not fail to be immensely benefited, as he will find, in 
resuming, at the Academy, the study of this important 
branch of his profession. < 

The detail of study, at the Academy, should remain 
very much, as is now the case, with rigid examinations 
at regularly recurring intervals. 

The usual practice cruises, during the months of 
July, August and September, should by no means be 
omitted, but a certain portion of the time should be 
passed on board of the iron-clad or torpedo vessel at- 
tached to the institution, which should make short 
cruises in Chesapeake Bay. 

The a‘m and object of the entire six years’ course of 
{instruction should be to make a perfect seaman (sea 
| man) in the modern and true sense of that much-abused 
term. Nota mere boatswain—not a mere drill-sergeant 
—not a mere acrobat—not a naval pedant—not a con- 
ceited and insufferable young prig—but a thorough 
naval! officer, looking upon his profession as one of the 
loftiest and noblest in the catalogue, and ready at all 
times to devote himself heart and soul to the service 
of his country.

At the end of two years the graduating examinations 
should take place, and this ordeal should be a search- 
ing one in regard to the candidate’s generai infor- 
mation. 
The midshipman, if successful, to be awarded his 
diploma, signed by the faculty of the institution, but, 
if unsuccessful, to be turned back for a further course 
of one year, losing corresponding numbers on the 
Navy List. 
A Beard of Officers, composed of five of the instruc- 
tors and professors at the Naval Academy should con- 
stitute a standing committee of the Academic Board, 
for the purpose ot assigning each member of the grad- 
ualing class to tiat Corps of the Navy for which his 
qualities and general information, in its judgment, best 
fit him—the first five graduates in the class to have the 
right of selecting for themselves, and the order of pre- 
cedence in the Navy to be as follows: 
1. The Executive Corps. 
2. The Murine Corps. 
3. The Naval Engineer Corps. 
4. The Pay Corps. 
The Medical Corps will be considered separately, in 
a subsequent chapter. The number of vacancies in the 
several Corps will, of course, govern somewhert the de- 
tail; but the majority will, vf course, be assigned to 
the Executive Corps, or so-called ‘‘ Line,” as Ensigns, 
a certain- number to the Marine Corps as Lieutenants, 
a limited number to the Corps of Naval Engineers as 
Assistant Engineers, and the remainder to the Pay 
Corps as Assistant Paymasters.* 
The position of each of these young officers to be 
determined ufter careful and mature deliberation and 
close scrutiny of each record, the committee acting 
with a single eye to the interest of the Service. Of 
course, this plan is novel—of. course, it is somewhat 
radical, and, as a matter of course, the fogy mind of 
the Service, which invariably runs in a groove, and is 
so wedded to red-tape and precedent, that nothing can 
change it, will scout this plan of ours as chimerical and 
impracticable; yet the system here proposed is per- 
fectly feasible in practice, and can be carried out with 
an absolute certainty of success, provided only it be 
entrust2d in perfect good faith and honesty to men of 
energy and capacity, with the necessary amount of 
will to execute the task committed to their hands.} 
Afterall, the difficulties in the way of this apparently 
novel plan, are no greater, if so great, as obtain in the 
system which has been pursued for years at the Mili- 
tary Academy, at West Poiut, where the Uadets are 
annually graduated into the Engineer, Ordnance, Ar- 
tillery, Cavalry and Infantry Corps, without the slight- 
est inconvenience or difficulty. The advantages of 
the plan proposed are, however, so numerous, as to be 
manifest, it is thought, to the minds of every expe- 
rienced and really progressive naval man. 
It is notorious in the Service, that there have been, 
and are, many young men annually graduated from the 
Naval Academy who, though standing high in their 
academic studies, yet lack those peculiar qualities re- 
quisite for the proper performance of the class of du- 
ties exacted of the Executive Corps or Line, while these 
very same young men may display exceptional and 
special talent for the very class of duties exacted of the 

maeee, Pay and Marine Corps.t These facts are 
well known to all acute observers in the profession, 
and why should they continue to remain ignored ? 
The very first step towards any reform in the Ser- 
vice, is to endeavor to see the Service exactly as it is, 
and those persons who profess to find everything 
‘‘lovely,” when matters are very far from being 
‘*‘lovely,” are really and truly the enemies of the 
Service. 
Not the least, however, of the many advantages to 
be gained by the new system proposed, would be the 
cessation of that everlasting controversy and bickering 
between the, so-called, ‘‘ Line,” and, so-called, ‘‘ Staff,” 
as to rank, honors, pay, buttons, tinsel, etc., of which 
the Service has seen so much in the last thirty years. 
This scandalous nuisance, which is, besides, a positive 
injury to the Navy in the eyes of civilians, would be 





* The arrangement of rank will be given in the next chapter. 

+ To shew how naval opinion ——— notwithstanding the influ- 
ence exerted by “obstructives,”’ a single instanee will suffice. A 
number of years ago the author of these papers proposed in the 
columns of a certain well-known newspaper to educate the engi- 
neers, paymasters and marine officers at the Naval Academy. The 
idea was ridiculed, at the time, as absurd and radical, yet it 
seems to have borne fruit notwithstanding. Ad engineers are 
now educated at that institution, and it is seriously proposed, at 
the ——_ time, to extend the benefits of the system to the Pay 
and Marine Corps. 

+ Should any captious person imagine that this clause is in 
tended to cast reflections upon the other corps, I would say that 
it is not so intended, and that at West Point the officers do not 


dream of imagining that reflections are cast on the infantry and 
cavalry because the cadets standing highest in the graduating 
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at once and forever abated, while the Navy, instead of 
a delusion and a sham, would have, what it has never 
had before, a real ‘‘ Staff,” in the true sense of the 
word. 

The young officer will have now received his first 
**commissien,” and, on leaving the Academy after 
graduation, should be allowed a short leave of absence, 
at the end of which time the following assignment to 
duty should be made : 

Ensigns to sea duty, on foreign or Gulf service, for 
two years. 

Lieutenants of Marines to garrison duty and instruc- 
tion at Navy-yards for two years. 

“Assistant Engineers, as ‘‘ officer-apprentices,” to 
ship-yard, machine shop, and foundry duty, at the 
large Navy-yards. The terms of service to last two 
years, and to be devoted to thorough practical instruc- 
tion, including the requisite manual Jabor, in all 
branches of the profession. 

Assistant Paymasters to duty and for instruction in 
the Department of Subsistence and Naval Stores, at 
the several Navy-yards, the term of service to last two 
years, 

This additional course of instruction should be sys- 
tematic and thorough, and involve rigid accountability 
from those having the care and supervision of the 
young men. 

At the conclusion of the two years serv ice, the en- 
tire class, or date, shou!d be re-assembled at the Naval 
Academy for examination, and a Post-grad uate course 
of one year for each Corps. 

The studies will now, of course, be widely different, 
and must be pursued separately by each Corps in the 
class. At the end of the year, the “ Final’ examina- 
tion to take place. This to be competitive in each 
Corps, and to involve an examination of the entire pre- 
vious record of the candidate before determining bis 
final rank in his class andgcorps.* 

To sum up, our plan appears briefly as follows: 

ist. Competitive examinations in {he several Repre- 
sentative districts, and nomination (with alternates) to 
the Academy, one year in advance of the entrance of 
the Cadet into the Navy. 

2d. One year’s probation (after passing the required 
examination for entry), at the Academy, inclusive of 
three months spent in the Practice vessel. 

3d. Three years’ service afloat in a full rigged steam 
cruiser, on foreign service, during which time the 
Cadet is under constant practical and, to some extent, 
theoretical instruction. Leave 

4th. Examination at the Naval Academy, and pro- 
motion to the grade of Midshipman. After which, 
two years further instruction at the Academy before 
graduation. 

5th. Graduation—Assignment to Corps with Commis- 
sion—Leave and orders to two years additional 
instruction. 

6th. Post-graduate course of one year, and Final ex- 
: mination for rank. 

At the Final examination, the ages of the success- 
ful candidates will vary from twenty-two to twenty- 
five years, and the Ensign will have seen five years 
and nine months sea service, inclusive of the time 
spent in the Practice vessels of the Academy. 

The members of the other Corps will have seen two 
years less sea service than the Ensigns. 

From this time forward the course of education 
should be (what may be styled), ‘‘ Progressive and 
continuous,” up to the rank of Captain, or its equiva- 
ient in the other Corps. 

In other words, a certain course of study should be 
carefully and systematically marked out for every 
grade and Corps in the Service, and when an officer 
reaches the head of the list in his grade, or is selected 
for promotion, he should be required to present him- 
self at the Naval Academy, and pass a satisfactory ex- 
amination before a Board of officers, selected by the 
Secretary of the Navy, touching his information and 
capacity for the duties of the grade he ts about to enter. 

Should he fail mentally, or physieally, he should be 
allowed a reasonable time, not exceeding a year, in 
which .to prepare hirself for a second trial, losing 
numbers the while (unless the disability is physical, 
and brought about by wounds or exposure in the line 
of duty), as more successful candidates come up for 
their examination. At the end of a year, if he be 
found mentally or professionally disqualified for pro- 
motion, he should be ‘‘ overslaughed,” that is, re- 
tained for duty in the grade, and not promoted. If 
found physically disqualified, and his record is without 
reproach, he should be placed on the Retired List. 
But if the ‘physical disability has been incurred by a 
violation of the laws of morality, or by intemperance, 
he should be assigned to the Furlough List or, in very 
extreme cases, dropped from the Navy List altogether, 
with a year’s pay and allowances. 

When the officer’s record has been a very dis- 
tinguished one for his grade, he should (ii found phy- 
sically disqualified) be retired with the rank next above 
that he held at the time of his examination. Promv- 
tion should continue on the Retired List, but not on 
the Furlough List. 

Alter reaching the grade of Captain, the promotions 
for every third vacancy in the Flag grade should be 
made by selection as follows: 

A Board, consisting of the three senior officers in 
the Flag grade, should nominate from the list of Cap- 
tains turee men who, in its judgment, best deserved 
the honor, and the President of the United States 
should select for promotion, subject to’‘examination, as 
usual, one-of the three men thus named by the Board. 
The next two vacancies to be filled by seniority, pro- 
vided the officer has not marred his record or for- 








* For reasons not necessary to give here, it should be obvious 
that until this “ final’’ examination has been held, and the young 
officer’s rank fully determined, he should be prohibited from con- 
tracting the tie of marriage, as under the old regulations for 
midshipmen. A violation of this regulation should be considered 
as equivalent to resignation, and the officer's name dropped from 
the Navy list at once. - . . 


feited his right to advancement, This to be‘ deter- 
mined by a Commission, appointed by the Secretary of 
the Navy, after a critical examination of the officer’s 
record as Captain.

REORGANIZATION OF THE MARINE CORPS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal ; 

Sm: The JourNAL has so often and so fully demon- 
strated its great value in communicating and perfecting 
plans for the benefit and improvement of the services 
which it represents, that I have to beg that it will m- 
crease our obligations by publishing the accompanying 
draft of a bill which is designed to resuscitate, reor- 
ganize, and advance the Marine Corps, an overly con- 
servative quarter-section of the Navy militant. 

The measures incorporated in this bill seem to sev- 
eral friends, and to me, to be extremely desirable, and 
it is hoped that their publication may lead to discus- 
sion, and such amendment as may further enhance 
their value bef the convening of Congress. 

No one faMiliar Wh the typhoid condition into 
which the Marine Corps has fallen of late, will for a 
moment question the necessity of some prompt action 
to rescue it, and that being conceded, it only remains 
to deter mine the nature and extent of that action. All 
the symptoms point towards legislation as the most 
effectual remedy, and be it much or little, it will prove 
an entering wedge acceptable to the majority of the 
officers and men, who are weary of the promotionless 
and inane condition in which they find themselves. 

The mere fact that this Corps, composed by law of 
3,167 fighting men and officers, is without other than a 
general organization, is asufficient reason for the greater 
part of what is herein proposed, and the further facts 
that no appreciable standard of intellectual attainment 
is necessary for admission, and that no degree of longev 
ity or physical or moral degeneracy, seems to unfit an of- 
ficer for continuance upon the active list after admission, 
would seem a sufficient reason for the rest. But efforts 
in behalf of progress and improvement need neither 
excuse nor apolugy. The circumstances that suggest 


them are their justification, and they must stand or fall 
on their intrinsic merits or demerits. 

In this case, it is widely alleged that the Marine 
Corps has come to 4 dead halt, and the humblest at- 
tempt to get it underway calls for favor and support. 
While all that is desired, may not be obtainable, some 
of it no doubt is, and if sections 5, 10, and 13, only, 
become laws this winter, their beneficial effect will be 
immediately perceptible. The rest can and assuredly 
will follow in time. Much care has been given to the 
preparation of this. 


A BILL TO REDUCE, REORGANIZE, AND INCREASE THE EFFICIENCY 
OF THE MARINE CORPS. 


Beit enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That the Marine 
— shall constitute a brigade of two regiments of soldiers, to 
be known respectively as the first and second regiments ef 
marines, and each regiment shall be subdivided into three bat- 
talions of four companies each, which shall be designated by 
letters, to wit., A, B, C, and D. 

Src. 2, That the brigade shall be commanded bya _ brigadier- 
general, and each regiment shall have a colonel and a lieutenant- 
colonel (one of whom shall be stationed on the Pacific coast), and 
each battalion a major, and each company a captain, one first and 
one second lieutenant, one first sergeant, six sergeants, eight 
corporals, four musicians, and not less than fifty nor more than 
eighty privates. 

Sec. 3. That the Marine Corps shall further consist of the fol- 
lowing officers: Non-commissioned officers and musicians, viz.: 
One adjutant and inepector, one quartermaster, two assistant 
quartermasters (one of whom shall be stationed on the Pacific 
coast), one extra lieutenant to be an aid to the brigadier-general, 
two sergeant-majors, two quartermaster-sergeants, two drum- 
majors, ene en oy musician and forty musicians for band, 
which latter shall be stationed in Washingten as now, and shall 
also be the National band, and twenty boys, between the ages of 
fourteen and sixteen years at date of entry, who shall be appren- 
ticed, as now, to learn music. 

Szc. 4, That the commissions of the officers now in the Marine 
Corps shall not be vacated by this act, and no promotion or ap- 
pointment to the grade of first or second li: utenant shall be made 
until the numbers therein shall he reduced bycasualties to twenty- 
five first and twenty-four second lieutenants, when the President, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, shall fill exist- 
ing vacancies, first by = and then by appointment from 
such graduates of the Military or Naval Academy, under thirty 
yeais of age, as my so elect. ,. That no person shall be 
80 appointed until he shall have been duly examined and recom- 
mended by a board of marine officers, as now pasecrmes by law, 
or who has been cashiered, dismissed, dropped from the rolls, or 
compelled to resign from the service of the United States. 

Sec. 5. That on or before the tenth day of September next, and 
of each year succeeding the passage of this act, it shall be lawfnl 
for the President to appoint to the Naval Academy, at Annapolis, 
in like manner as Cadet Engineers are now appointed, ten Marine 
Cadets, between the ages of sixteen and eighteen years, who shall 
be selected in order from those candidates most highly recom- 
mended by an examining board, which shall be the same as is 
now or may hereafter be prescribed for Cadet Engineers, with the 
addition of at least one marine officer; and such marine cadets 
shall receive the same pay, allowances, and privileges, and be 
subject to the same discipline, regulations, aud course of study 
as are now prescribed for cadet midshipmen, except that 
in heu of practical seamanship aloft, and navigation, 
there shall be taught infantry and artillery tactics, the art 
ef war, military engineering, and military and naval law, and 
jurisprudence, and such marine cadets, upon graduation, shall be 
= to duty in the Marine Corps, and be promoted to the 
grade of second lieutenant as vacancies occur. 

Sec. 6. That hereafter no officer of the Marine Corps shall be 
promoted to a higher grade until his mental, moral, physical, and 
professional fitness to perform all his duties, ashore and afloat, 
shall be established by a public examination to the satisfaction 
of a board of three examining officers, who shall be senior in 
rank to the officer to be examined} and of 2 naval sergeants, all of 
whom shall be appointed by the President. Provided, That for 
the examination of an officer who has not three seniors in the 
Corps who may be available for the duty, the board may be com- 
posed of two naval and one army officer who shall be his seniors. 

Sec. 7. That such board shall have the same power and 
authority as is now by Jaw eonferred on naval examining 
boards, and shal! in all cuses submit itz eeport, together with 
the qvidence and reasons for its recommendation, to the 
President for his acfion, and’ the President ‘shall cause the

That any officer failing to be recommended for Bay 
motion by reason of moral unfitness well established, 
be at once dropped from the rolls; and any officer failing 
through mental, physical, or professional unfitness which is 
not likely to be permanent, or not chargeable to causes for 
which he is responsible, shall, if he so request, be allowed a 
second examination at the expiration of one year from the 
first, when, if successfully passed, the officer shall be pro- 
moted, but shail not be entitled to his former position on the 
list unless upon recommendation of the Examining Board, 
which recommendation must be well founded. 

Szc. 9. That the mental and professional qualifications to 
entitle a lieutenant to pass for promotion:shall be a fair English 
education, a neat and legible handwriting, a fair knowledge of 
either the French or Spanish languages, thorough familiarity 
with the tactics authorized for the instruction of infantry 
soldiers, to include the school of the battalion and all ceremonies, 
the signal code, the great gun and howitzer drill, a fair know- 
ledze of the art of war, of courts-martial procedure, of the regu- 
lations relating to the Marine Corps, of the keeping of accounts 
and other duties incident to the command of a company or guard 
ashore or afloat. 

Sec. 10. That the mental and professional qualifications to 
entitle a captain, or higher officer, to pass for promotion shall, in 
addition to the foregoing, be a thorough familierity with the 
entire contents of the authorized infantry tactics, and with the 
routine and management of a military post, and capability for 
the command of troops as shown in actual service. x 
That any officer above the rank of captain who shall once have 
been found profestionally qualified for promotion shall in future 
examinations be a in that respect. 

Sec. 11. That a staff officer, or a lieutenant, who has served 
fourteen years continnously in one grade shall be promoted to 
the next higher grade; but such promotion is not to Increase the 
whole pamber of officers. ‘ 

Src. 12. That vacancies in the staff shall be filled first by pro- 
motion, and then by selection from officers of the line of the 
Marine Corps, and no Officer having once selected duty in the 
staff shall be returned to the line except by an exchange duly 
authorized by the President, and’then not to the prejudice of any 
officer previously his senior. 

Sec. 13. That the officers of the Marine Corps shall hereafter 
be retired from active service upon attaining theage of sixty-two 
years, and any officer having served continuously and faithfully 
for thirty years, may, on his own application, be placed upon the 
retired list, as now by oe for the Army. 

Sec. 14. That the officer designated as the senior or fleet marine 
officer of any squadron shaj], during the period he shall so act, 
be entitled to the rank and pay of the next higher grade. 

Szc. 15. That all efficers while at sca, or attached to a ship in 
commission, shall receive one ration. 

Sec. 16. That all non-commissioned officers, except corporals 
shall after serving one year as such on probation, be provided 
with parchment warrants, signed by the commandant of the 
corps, and which shall remain in force until revoked by the same 
aut o- or by the sentence of a general or summary court- 
martial. 

Sxc. 17. That any sergeant of marines who has served faith- 
fully ten years as such, and received the recommendation of his 
commanding officers, may be appointed by the Secretary of the 
Navy a master-at-arms, for service in the vessels and at the 
stations of the Navy, and shall so continue during good behavior, 
or the pleasure of the Secretary aforesaid, and when not on 





active duty shall receive three-fourths of his sea pay. ed, 
That the number of masters-at-arms so appointed shall not ex- 
ceed fifty at any one time. @ 

Sxc. 18. That all acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed.

Negvapa Baper.—Owing to the fact that the full official 
certificates of the Oswego company did not reach our office 
last week till the day betore publication, and that the list of 
scores, compiled in haste, was in most cases Lard to deci- 
pher in the spelling of names, a mistake crept into our 
published score of the company last week. The name of J. 
Caulfield, coming next after M. Caulfield in the middle of 
the scores, was missed, both by the compositor and by two 
other parties reading from copy. The mistake was called 
to ourattention by a correspondent, who counted only forty- 
five names on the published list in the Journat. The 
missing score is “ Private John Caulfield, 200 yards, 4 4 5 
0 3—16; 500 yards, 4 4 0 5 5—18; total, 34.” This, added 
to 1,241 as published, makes the total score 1,275. The ad- 
judication was made by Colonel Church on the scores as 
certified to by the proper officers, and is not affected by 
typographical errors. In consequence of some uncertainty 
which seems to prevail among some companies of the Na- 
tional Guard as to those conditions of the match by which 
they were officially bound, we desire to call attention to 
some facts connected therewith. The badge was sent to 
Colonel Church by the Nevada National Guard, with the 
request that he would offer it for competition, and pre- 
ascribe the proper conditions to secure fairness ; the Nevada 
company prescribing only the number of men, ranges, and 
shots. At the request of Colonel Church, General Town- 
send courteously issued G. O. No. 20, A. G. O., 8. N. Y., 
describing the general conditions, and published in the 
Journay of July 10. In answer to numerous enquiries 
from National Guard officers, through the Inspector of Bifle

FOREIGN ITEMS. 


Tne Turkish Admiralty has contracted a loan of 
£40,000, guaranteed on the revenue from the light- 
house dues, in order to complete the payment of the 
last ironclad vessel built in England for the Ottoman 
Government. 

Tue London Times of Nov. 5 says: It is under- 
stood that a majority of the members of the North 
American Boundary Commission will be selected to 
accompany the new commission which will shortly 
be sent to settle the boundary of Alaska. 

Tue Royal Salvage Society of Belgium has insti- 
tuted n congress and international exposition, to be 
held at Brussels, It will be an exposition of all life- 
saving mechinery, apparatus and appliances for 
safety, ventilation, hygiene, etc. It will be under the 
protection of the King of the Belgians and presidency 
of the Count of Flanders, 

-A Panis correspondent states that the Artificial oF 
Cork-Leather Company has received from the French 
Ministry of Wara complete set of all military equip- 
ments, from the shako down to the boots, with in- 
structions to supply corresponding samples in their 
cuir-liége--which is an English invention, though 
shown in the French side of the Exhibition. 


A Bomnay paper states that the conduct of a sur- 
geon ot one of her Majesty's regiments stationed at 
Lucknow is about to form the subject of a court of 
inquiry. The imputed charges is that he did not 
properly resent an assault committed on him by a 
civilian, for reasons of a private nature. The blow is 
said to have been returned several days after, under 
peculiar circumstances, 

Tne Russian war navy (according to the Morskoi 
Zbornik) now numbers 225 ships, carrying 921 guns, 
measuring 172,401 tons, with engines of 31,978 horse- 
power; 29 vessels are armor-clad. The personnel 
comprises 1,305 officers (including 81 Admirals), 513 
pilots, 210 artillery engineers, 145 marine engineers, 
545 mechanicians, 56 marine architects, 297 Admi- 
ralty officers, 260 surgeons, 480 civil officials, and 
24,500 men of lower grades. 


Tue French Minister of Marine proposes to devote, 
in pursuance of a credit voted by the National As- 
sembly, £1,200,000 to works in connexion with the 
French navy in 1876. The £1,200,000 is to be ap- 
plied to fifty ships which are to be either completed, 
continued or puton the stocks. Of these vessels sev- 
en are first-class ironclads, five second-class ditto, 
eight armor-plated coast-guard vessels, eight gun- 
boats, nine cruisers, and eight transports. Construc- 
tion operations are to. be carried on at Brest, Cher- 
bourg, and Toulon. Some of the ships are, however, 
to be entrusted to private manufacturers. 


Says the London United Service Gazette: The 
statement which has been going the round of the 
press that the last survivor of the crew of the Shan- 
non, in her gallant action with the Chesapeake, had 
recently died at Bristol is altogether incoriect, one of 
the gallant officers of that ship, in the person of Ad- 
miral Sir Provo Wallis, G.C.B., Vice-Admiral of the 
United Kingdom, still surviving, and we are happy 
to be enabled to add, in excellent health. Sir Provo 
was the Second Lieutenant of the Shannon, and on the 
senior Lieutenant being killed, assumed the com- 
mand, and finished the action, resulting in the gallant 
capture of the Chesapeake. 


Tue banquet to the survivors of the famous charge 
at Balaklava was to take place, at Alexandra Palace, 
London, on October 26th. Some of the survivors of 
the French 4th Chasseurs d’Afrique, which charged 








the Russian battery on the left of the British cavalry, 
and with considerable loss silenced the guns, were to be 
present. The ‘Six Hundred” of Tennyson was to 
be recited. The pcet wrote this letter to the com 
mittee of invitation: “I cannot attend your han 
quet, but I enclose £5 to defray some of its expenses 
or to be distributed as you may thiok fit amongst 
the most indigent of the survivors of that glorious 
charge. A blunder it may have been, but one for 
which England should be grateful, having learned 
that her soldiers are the most honest and the most 
obedient under the sun, I will drink a cup of wine 
on the 25th to the health and long life of all your 
fine fellows, and thanking yourself and your 
comrades heartily for the cordial invitation sent me, 
I pray you all to believe me, now and ever, your ad- 
miring fellow-coumtryman, A, TENNysoNn.” 


Tue London Morning Post says: “ For some time 
past the relative merits of the Woolwich gun and@. the 
Krupp gun have been discussed in military circles 
with great warmth by their respective partisans. A 
short time ago a proposal was made to Herr Krupp to 
allow one of his guns to be tested against one con- 
structed on the Woolwich principle. That gentle- 
man declined to accede to this wish, and there seem- 
ed to be no chance of the much-wished-for contest 
coming oft. Last week, however, the Lords of the 
Admiralty received a communication from Herr 
Krupp, offering to send one of his guns over for a 
trial against a Woolwich gun; and after conferring 
with the Secretary of State for War on the subject, 
we understand their Lordships have returned a favor- 
able reply. It is needless to say that the Arti lery 
duel between these two systems of construction is 
looked forward to, not only by officers connected with 
the British and German forces, but by civilians in 
both countries, with great interest. Whatever the 
result may be, one thing is established, that the 
Woolwich gun of the same calibre and penetrating 
power as one of Herr Krupp’s costs, by some thoa- 
sands of pounds, considerably less than the German 
gun. 


Tue Chinese have completed their first ironclad. 
She is a small vessel, of only 195 tons measurement, 
104 feet length on load line, and 20ft. 4in. extreme 
breadth. Her armor is 2 3-8in. thick amidships, 
tapering to 1 7-8in. at the extremities, and having 4 
3-4in. of teak backing. She is armed with a 6 3-4in. 
Krupp gun, and has a ram bow. Her offensive pow- 
er has been much diminished by the Chinese insisting 
on having the gun fixed. Nothing could persuade 
them that if the gun were brought over to fire from 
either side the vessel would not inevitably heel over 
and capsize; so the gun had to be placed perma- 
nently in the middle of the bow, and only one port- 
hole exists for firing forward. She was designed 
by av English architect, and built under English su- 
pervision, The Chinese can do nothing for them- 
selves yet, with all their appliances. The workmen 
are intelligent and apt enough, but the knowledge 
necessary for designing is completely wanting. 
What is more to the purpose now, adds the Shanghai 
correspondent, who sends this information, the Chi- 
nese are thoroughly incompetent to handle or fight 
an ironclad effectively. In the event of a war, all 
these ship, on which China is wasting money that 
would be far better laid out on railways, would be 
captured in a fortnight. 


Tue Infantry and Rifles of the German army hav 
ing been fully armed with the new Mauser rifle—M 
71, asit is technically teormed—the improved weapon 
is now being served out to the seamen and marines, 
For this purpose 15,950 rifles are required, the cost 
of which is estimated at 1,578,150 marks. Only 
633,330 marks are, however, charged to next year’s 
account, It is therefore probable that the expense 
will be spread over two years. The above stated 
number of rifles will provide the entire naval force 
—gseamen, marines and boys, at their full war 
strength, namely, 10,000 seamen, 8,033 marines and 
naval artillery, and 500 boys. The marine infantry 
consists of two battalions and two reserve compan- 
ies. The artillery comprises in peace only three 
companies, in war six. The “ dock division” are not 
at once to be armed with the M 71 rifle, but to do 
for the present with the older M 60 rifle. It is evi- 
dent from the naval estimates of 1876 that the corps 
of marines is to be increased, for in the budget pro- 
vision is already made for 3,600 fresh recruits, in the 
place of the ordinary annual quota of 2,500. The 
naval estimates for 1876 also set apart 1,080,000 
marks for the building of three ironclad gun-boats, 
a species of vessels not hitherto represented at all in 
the German navy. 

Some officers of the English army, recently figured 
as fighting after the fashion of the prize-ring on the 
Leas at Folkestone, with the following result: ‘ On 
Friday, by order of H. R. H. the Commander-in- 
Chiet, Major-General Parke, commanding the South- 
Eastern District, saw at Hythe the officers belonging 
to the last class at Hythe and the officers command- 
ing regiments at Shorncliffe, for the purpose of an- 
nouncing the decision of the Duke of Cambridge. 
Lieutenant Vetch, of the 2d Battalion, 20th Regi- 
ment, after being addressed in the ,severest terms, 
was informed that he might proceed on leave at once 
until gazetted out, Her Majesty having no. further 
occasion for his services, An officer of Marines who 


was also mixed up in the affair, was informed that 
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he would be dealt with by the authorities. Lieuten- 
ant Alexander, of the 58th Regiment, was severely 
reprimanded, ordered to wear uniform for one year, 
and informed that a special report ef his conduct 
would be made every six months for one year, on the 
nature of which his continuance in the Service would 
depend. During this year of probation Lieutenant 
Alexander is not to benefit by any regimental pro- 
motion whish may take place. Lieutenant Chancel- 
lor, 1st Battalion 5th Regiment, who was merely con- 
cerned in the drawing of Lieytenant Ricketts, and 
had nothing to do with the subsequent proceedings, 
was only slightly reprimanded; Lieutenant Bond, 
Ist Royal Scots, who was one of those implicated, 
did not answer to his name, being absent without 
leave. Lieutenant Ricketts was acquitted of all 
blame. Major-General Parke animadverted in strong 
terms on the foul language used by those who were 
present at the fight, and wound up by saying that 
his royal highness was determined to put down prac- 
tical joking, and that those who indulged in it need + 
expect no mercy.” 

Sreakine of the fears expressed that his India trip 
will imperil the health of the Prince of Wales, the 
London Lancet says: “It is natural that there should 
be a certain amount of solicitude as to the Prince's 
safety, and it is equally natural that a certain number 
of gloomy people should shake their heads, because 
gloomy persons are to be found everywhere, and 
they would have no raison d'etre if they failed to 
perceive some cloud or other in every prospect. i 
is sad, however, that life assurance offices do not a! 
together like the Prince of Wales expedition to In- 
dia, For our parts, we fail to perceive any ad quate 
grounds for believing that the Prince will incur, as 
far as health is concerned, any greater risk in visiting 
India than in remaining at home. The climate of 
fodia‘at the time the Prince will visit that country 
is as healthy as, if not healthier than England, and 
we may be quite certain that those of his suite who 
ure possessed of an intimate knowledge of that coun- 
try and its diseases will neglect no precaution in 
guarding his health, and in so shaping his journey as 
to avoid exposure to malarious localities and other 
places where any sources of danger may be appre- 
hended. We trust that neither matters of policy nor 
pleasure will tempt the Prince to prolong his visit, 
however, beyond what is considered the healthy sea- 
son, but that his departure will be timed so as to 
avoid the risk and discomfort of the Red Sea in the 
homeward voyage.” To this we may add that if the 
Prince takes care of himself and abstains like a vir- 
tuous Prince from improper pleasures, he will stand 
as good a chance of his health in India as he would 
in England under similar habits of life.
